6 . Each paper shall carry 100 marks. 

7 .1. The minimum number of marks required to 
pass the examination shall be : 

(a ) 40 per cent in the University cxamination of 

cach paper; 
(b ) 50 per cent in the aggregate of University 

examination of all papers. 
7.2 . A candidate who fails in the examination , but 
obtains 50 per cent or more marks in a paper or papers 
in the University examination may be exempted from 
re-appearing in such paper or papers, provided that this 
exemption shall be given only for the two next conse 
cutive examinations, i.e., supplementary examination of 
the same year and annual examination of the next year . 

7.3 . A candidate who has appeared in all the 
papers and has failed in one paper only , obtaining 

( a ) not less than 25 per cent marks in the Uni 

versity examination of that paper ; and 
(b ) 50 per cent marks in the aggregate of Uni

may be allowed to appear in the paper in which he has 
failed , at the next examination , or, if he fails to pass or 
present himself for that examination , at the examination 
next after that, and if he obtains minimum marks in 
that paper as laid down in regulation 7.1 (a ), in cither 
of these examinations, he shall be deemed to have passed 
the examination . 

7.4 . Admision fee for a candidate who is appearing 
in a compartment paper under regulation 73 or in a 
paper or papers under regulation 7.2 shall be the same as 
for the whole examination . Such a candidate shall 
not be eligible for a prize or a medal. 

75 . A candidate who fails in a paper or papers 
and / or aggregate , may be given grace marks, as stated 
below , up to 1 per cent of the total aggregate marks of 
the University examination , to make up the deficiency : 

(i) to the best advantage of the candidate to 

cnable him to pass in the aggregate or in 

the paper / papers; 
(ii) to carn exemption or compartment; 


8.2 The Syndicatc may , at its discretion , allow 
one extra chance immediately next to the expiry of the 
fourth consecutive chance permissible to a candidate 
if he could not avail of a chance or chances owing 
10 illness . The Syndicate may grant this chance only 
if the candidate had reported to the Registrar through 
the Head of the Department of Laws the fact of his ill 
ness acrompanied by medical certificate within thirty 
days of the date of commencement of cxamination 
missed by him . 

8.3. In the case of a regular college student, four 
consecutive chances shall begin from the first examina 
tion held on the completion of the course. In the case 
of a private candidate , it shall begin from the examina 
tion for which he submitted admission form and fee for 
the first time. 

9 . The examination will be held according to the 
syllabi and courses of study prescribed by the Faculty 
of Laws from time to time.
